Trump 
airspace 
often 
violated

Eleven aircraft violated re- 
stricted airspace during President 
Donald Trump’s holiday visit to 
Mar-a-Lago, according to the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration. 

Two F-16 fighter jets inter- 
cepted a private plane that veered 
into restricted airspace Sunday 
about 29 nautical miles from Palm 
Beach, said Michael Kucharek, a 
spokesman for the North Ameri- 
can Aerospace Defense Com- 
mand. 

The fighter jets based at Home- 
stead Air Reserve Station inter- 
cepted the plane at 4:24 p.m. and 
escorted it to the North Palm

Wind chill temperatures will reach the 20s 
and 30s, frost may appear inland and cold- 
stunned iguanas will drop from the trees, as 
South Florida this week experiences a wave of 
Arctic air. 

The coldest temperatures will arrive 
Thursday and Friday mornings, with lows in 
the 40s along the coast and into the mid-to- 
upper 30s near Lake Okeechobee, according

to the National Weather Service in Miami. In 
areas near the lake in Palm Beach County, 
residents could wake up Thursday and Friday 
mornings to see frost on their grass and wind- 
shields. 

Freezing temperatures could hit Palm 
Beach County immediately south of the lake 


Friday morning, if the expected calm winds 
allow the temperature to drop to 30 degrees, 
according to a special weather statement is- 
sued Tuesday afternoon by the National 
Weather Service. 

The wind chill — the colder temperature 
perceived because of wind— could reach 36 
degrees Thursday morning in Boca Raton, 
West Palm Beach and other coastal Palm

The South Florida Fair’s new- 
est attraction will send you so 
high in the air that the Federal 
Aviation Administration had to 
approve it. 

The Midway Sky Eye is a Ferris 
wheel that rises 155 feet, placing 
you at eye level with some of the 
taller buildings in South Florida. 
It weighs more than 400,000 
pounds — heavier than about two 
dozen elephants. The ride will be 
lit up by more than a half-million 
LED lights.
